Membership  in  the  organiza- 
tion is  voluntary  and  the  only 
requisite  is  that  the  applicant  be 
a veteran.  It  is  not  meant  pri- 
marily as  a means  of  social  ac- 
tivity, and  for  this  reason  meet- 
ings will  be  held  infrequently.

In  answer  to  a sprinkling  of 
doubt  voiced  at  several  occa- 
sions in  regard  to  the  motives 
behind  this  effort  to  secure  more 
government  aid,  Gordon  Hawkins 
took  opportunity  to  clear  up  any 
misunderstanding  which  may 
have  been  formulated.  "In  re- 
ality we  are  not  asking  for  a 
greater  amount  of  compensa- 
tion, " said  the  genial  redhead, 
“we  are  merely  trying  to  get  an 
adequate  upward  revision  of  the 
G.  I.  subsistance  allotments  in 
proportion  to  the  increased  cost 
of  living.” 

According  to  facts  and  figure* 
disclosed  at  the  Washington  con- 
ference. there  are  hearly  1.100.- 
000  veterans  enrolled  under  the 
G.  I.  Bill  in  the  nations  univer- 
sities. An  extremely  high  pro- 
portion to  attend  college  without 
supplementing  their  income  in 
one  way  or  another. 

Since  part  time  employment 
is  increasingly  hard  to  obtain,  It 
was  pointed  out  that  some  addi- 
tional aid  must  come  soon  if  a 
great  many  veterans  are  to  be 
kept  from  dropping  out  of  col- 
lege. The  ratio  of  the ' veteran 
students  who  are  forced  to  dis- 
continue school  is  very  high. 
Some  200,000  have  had  to  quit 
during  their  first  year  of  train- 
ing. 

The  BYU  chapter  is  only  one 
of  three  such  groups  now  being 
organized  in  this  state.  Other 
chapters  are  at  the  University  of 
Utah  and  the  Utah  State  Agri- 
cultural College.  Richard  Maughn 
at  the  USAC  was  elected  Na- 
tional President  of  the  organiza- 
tion.

Plans  for  addition  of  a new 
pipe  organ  to  augment  present 
instruction  facilities  at  BYU 
were  announced  recently  by  Dr. 
John  R.  Halliday,  acting  dean  of 
the  college  of  fine  arts. 

Ordered  from  the  H.  P.  Mol- 
ler  Co.  in  Hagerstown,  Md.. 
the  $3600  organ  is  expected  to 
arrive  within  two  months.  It 
will  be  installed  in  a music 
studio  in  the  College  building 
and  serve  Instructional  and 
practice  purposes,  according  to 
J.  J.  Keeler,  university  organ- 
ist. 

Installation  of  the  new  organ 
will  bring  to  three  the  number 
in  use  on  the  campus,  Mr.  Keel- 
er explained,  the  others  being  in 
College  Hall  and  the  Joseph 
Smith  auditorium.

Twenty-three  girls  are  affiliated  with  the  unit,  and 
at  least  10  new  members  are  expected  to  pledge  next  week. 


Guiding  activities  of  A.M.  this 
year  is  Leone  Winegar,  likable 
AWS  president  and  student  body 
council  member.  A senior  at  the 
Y,  Leone  pledged  Alta  Mitra  as 
a freshman  and  has  been  an  offi- 
cer of  the  unit  ever  since.  She 
was  Homecoming  queen  attend- 
ant in  1946  and  chairman  of  last 
year’s  Mistletoe  frolic. 

Alta  Mitra  members  manage 
to  keep  in  the  social  whirl 
and  also  receive  high  honors 
in  women’s  intramural  athlet- 
ics. Besides  birthday  and 
pledge  dinners  this  year,  the 
unit  sponsored  a superb  “Gold- 
en Earring”  invitational,  and 
is  looking  forward  to  a dinner 
dance,  fashion  tea  and  canyon 
party  in  the  Spring. 

In  the  intramurals  they  won 
the  foul  pitching  tourney  this 
year  as  well  as  last.  They  also 
were  tennis  and  basketball 
champs  last  year.  Not  only  in 
athletics,  but  also  in  other  cam- 
pus activities  Alta  Mitra  mem- 
bers take  their  share  of  the  votes. 
During  1946-47  alone,  one  was 
selected  snow  queen,  another 
WAA  president,  and  still  an- 
other AWS  president. 

Informal  chats  with  a num- 
ber of  members — all  of  whom 
claim  other  collegiate  inter- 
ests — revealed  that  AM  ac- 
tives treasure  membership  in 
the  unit  very  highly.

How- 
ever, if  a high  percentage  of 
members  vote  against  the 
rushee,  the  name  is  removed 
from  the  list.  “This  is  done

primarily  for  the  sake  of  girls 
entering  the  unit,”  Miss  Wine- 
gar  explained.  “Nothing  could 
be  worse  than  belonging  to  a 
unit  when  a majority  of  its 
members  dislike  you.” 
Quarterly  membership  in  the 
unit  costs  $7.50,  and,  according  to 
the  constitution,  a charge  of  $1 
must  be  paid  every  time  a mem- 
ber is  absent  without  present- 
ing a written  excuse  to  the  pres- 
ident before  time  of  meeting. 
Those  who  are  more  than  10  min- 
utes late  at  any  meeting  or  other 
function  are  charged  five  cents 
for  each  minute  tardy. 

The  unit  was  organized  in  1933, 
with  20  charter  members.

'Give  Them  An  Inch  and  . . .?' 

Amid  the  hue  and  cry  of  popular  belief  there  sometimes 
comes  o person  who  dores  to  differ  with  concensus  by  pushing 
the  moral  value  of  on  issue  foremost.  In  doing  this  that 
person  speaks  not  only  for  himself  alone  but  shows  the 
colors  of  many  others' who  sit  passively  by  with  their  convic- 
tions, and  the  power  they  might  possess,  remaining  only 
potential. 

A letter  to  the  editor  this  week  from  Alan  D.  Fry,  a mar- 
ried Gl  student,  brusquely  opposes  the  current  anticipated 
ond  reau-^ted  raise*  in  subsistence  for  veterans. 

Mr.  Fry,  in  a long — too  Iona  to  print  in  full — sarcastic 
letter,  voices  the  opinion  that  BYU  veterans,  like  many  other 
Gl  students,  are  becoming  greedy  in  asking  for  more  sub- 
sistence from  the  government,  whom,  Mr.  fry  says,  ".  . . 
didn't  Dromise  to  feed  us  (veterans)  out  of  o silver  spoon,  but 
did  promise  to  aive  us  o subsistence  allowance  of  ninety 
dollars  (for  married  students)  a month  along  with  o free 
college  education  "The  government,"  continues  Mr.  Fry, 
"has  kept  that  oromise  wonderfully,  which  is  o miracle  to  me, 
ond  I think  it  deserves  a lot  of  credit  for  the  fine  job  it  has 
done  in  administering  the  veteran's  schooling  program  so  for. 


LETS  NOT  MILK  'ER  DRY  BOYS 


Fry's  ideas  certainly  seem  logical.  By  investigating,  since 
we  received  the  letter  we  hove  found  that  many  students 
hove  the  same  beliefs. 

However,  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  if  the  government's 
program  is  to  be  a fair  one,  it  must  be  promoted  within  the 
range  of  every  veteran  The  schooling  program  as  it  stands 
today  is  not  within  the  range  of  all  veterans.  For  instance 
a recent  survey  by  the  American  council  on  education  reveals 
that  the  unmarried  veteran  with  a government  income  of  $65 
a month  spends  $106.13  during  the  month.  The  married 
veteran  receives  $90  and  spends  $175.38  a month,  or  almost 
twice  his  government  income.  • 

Mr.  Fry  continues,  "I'd  certainly  like  to  shake  hands 
with  the  fellow  who  originated  the  saying,  'Give  him  an  inch 
and  he'll  take  a yard,'  for  he  surely  knew  a thing  of  two  about 
human  nature.  We  veterans  acclaimed  the  Gl  bill  of  rights 
as  a fine  and  just  reward  for  our  services  when  it  was  first 
announced  a few  years  ago.  Every  thinking  person  who 
knows  anything  about  economics  will  admit  that  a raise  of 
wages  will  not  reduce  the  difference  between  wages  and 
prices.  History  and  statistics  hove  clearly  proven  that  a 
raise  in  wages  drive  can  never  catch  up  with  high  prices, 
because  for  every  increase  in  income  there  will  be  a slightly 
grater  jump  in  prices." 

We  agree  with  Mr.  Fry's  point  that  there  is  a get-all-you- 
can-while-you-can  aspect  involved  in  the  subsistance  program, 
but  we  refuse  to  believe  that  a raise  in  wages  for  married 
veterans  would  set  Amrica  afire  with  inflation. 

"Let's  face  the  facts,"  Mr.  Fry  says,  "I  am  well  aware 
of  the  fact  that  ninety  dollars  a month  is  hardly  enough 
for  the  barest  of  necessities,  even  for  a childless  married 
couple,  because  my  wife  and  I are  in  just  that  situation;  but 
there  are  many  ways  to  obtain  the  balance  other  than  by 
begging  from  our  magical  government.  There  are  plenty  of 
jobs  for  those  who  are  willing  to  work." 

Again  we  go  along  with  Mr.  Fry  in  his  belief  that  a person 
could  work  to  bring  the  family  finances  up  to  a satisfactory 
level,  however,  we  find  the  job  situation  much  different  than 
Mr.  Fry  poses  it.  Part-time  jobs  in  this  area  are  scarce. 

"As  for  me  and  my  house,  concluded  Mr.  Fry,  "we  shall 
oppose  any  movement  to  increase  the  subsistence  allowance 
for  veterans  just  the  same  as  we  shall  oppose  the  efforts  of  any 
group  which  advocates  a raise  in  wages  without  an  equal 
increase  in  production."

We  were  pretty  disgusted 
with  what  we  liked  to  call 
“Utah’s  chintzy  attitude”  in 
only  giving  us  50  ducats  into 
their  field  house.  Shortly  after 
we  arrived  on  the  Utah  cam- 
pus we  went  to  pay  our  re- 
spects to  Mr.  Parmelee  with  a 
BIG  hunk  of  lumber  on  our 
shoulder,  but  in  a few  minutes 
he  had  stopped  us  cold  with  a 
few  straight  facts. 

In  all  fairness  to  that  gentle- 
man who  had  assumed  villainous 
proportions  on  the  Y campus — 
even  the  kindergarten  at  Wy- 
mount  was  using  Parmelee  as  the 
bogey  man — he  has  been  a little 
maligned  by  those  who  didn’t 
understand  how  the  schools  of 
this  conference  go  about  shelling 
out  the  pasteboards.

Their  first  concern,  after  the 
players  are  taken  care  of,  Mr.  P. 
said,  is  to  their  own  students. 
Even  though  the  6000  seats  in 
their  field  house  will  not  accom- 


modate their  complete  student 
body,  they  do  not  ration  tickets 
for  any  games,  as  we  are  forc- 
ed to  do. 

The  disadvantage  that  the  Y 
holds  in  this  ticket  situation  is 
that  we  have  to  use  that  crack- 
erbox  in  Springville,  whereas 
the  U of  U has  a larger  lay- 
out. Therefore,  until  we  get  our 
long-awaited  f.  house,  we  will 
have  to  get  up  at  6 o’clock  if  we 
want  to  see  our  team  play.
